It is proposed to duplicate in a small 
way and so far as practicable the sys¬ 
tems now in force in the United States, 
the collectors of customs and taxes be¬ 
ing directly responsible to the military 
government the same as our Secretary 
of the Treasury who is oharged with 
these functions, is to the President. 
It is proposed to employ citizens of the 
islands in every subordinate capacity 
if this can be done without detriment 
to the service.

Washington.—The troubles of two 
Californians are now being investi¬ 
gated by the State Department, and if 
the report is what is expected there will 
be another case for Colombia to set¬ 
tle. Mr. and Mrs. J. K. Thomas and 
F. C. Jones, all of San Francisco, have 
suffered at the hands of the authorities 
of the South American republic. They 
are coffee-growers and have been most 
active in the past in advising Ameri¬ 
cans to go to the country and settle. 

The trouble arose over a little road 
which was cut through their planta¬ 
tion by Colombians, and which, being 
contrary to law, was resisted by the 
Americans. In the course of the resist¬ 
ance Thomas Jones drove away some 
minor officials, and there came in a 
charge of attempt to kill, which re¬ 
sulted in the imprisonment of the men. 
Their crop is going to ruin. They are 
not allowed to give bail. Their testi¬ 
mony has been misquoted and mis¬ 
translated until their case has assum¬ 
ed a garbled form, which will take 
some strong hand to straighten out. 
The men have tlieir homes at*Boquete, 
fifty miles from David, in the pro¬ 
vince of Chiriqui.and have been count¬ 
ed among the best citizens there. 
The American Minister has been di¬ 
rected to look into the case, and if he 
finds that the reports are correct vig¬ 
orous action will be taken to secure 
redress.

NewYork.—A meeting of the cred¬ 
itors of Caroline D.Carter,better known 
as Mrs. Leslie Carter, the actress, was 
held at the office of the Referee in 
Bankruptcy, N. A. Prentiss.

GOVERNOR UNRECOGNIZED 


gpauiard* of the Inland of Guam Rebel 
After Departure of Troop*. 

Manila (P. 1.)—The British schoon¬ 
er Esmeralda, which lias just arrived 
here from the Ladrone islands, reports 
that after the United States cruiser 
Charleston left the Island of Guam in 
June last the Spaniards refused to rec¬ 
ognize the authority of Francis Por- 
tusach who was verbally authorized by 
Captain Glass to continue his former 
regime as Governor, and Jose Sisto a 


dared Governor. He armed part of 
the native guards, collected a tax of $6 
a head, and secreted fifteen tons of 
powder and a small stock of ammuni¬ 
tion when the island was taken by the 
Americans. 

The schooner Albi reporta the 
massacre of the fjpanisli garrison by 
the combined native forces at Panopi, 
Caroline islands. Henry Neoti, an 
educated chief, has been selected to be 
tbe ruler. He is said to be favorable 
to the Americans. 

The British oruiser Buena Ventura 
has gone to Iloilo to protect British in¬ 
terests there. 

The Spanish steamer Romulus,which 
haa arrived here, confirms the report 
that the insurgents at Iloilo are in¬ 
clined to surrender that town to the 
Americans if satisfied as to tbs form 
of government which will bo accorded 
them.

A statement by a writer in L’Hlustra- 
tlon that Limoges porcelain Is super¬ 
seding that of Sevres and Dresden in 
the art markets of the world will natu¬ 
rally direct attention to this historic 
old town, which is achieving new dis¬ 
tinction from Its most celebrated man¬ 
ufacture. The town Itself is one of the 
oldest in France and has been celebrat¬ 
ed for other things than its famous 
porcelain, having given four popes to 
the Church of Rome and been renown¬ 
ed from mediaeval times for Its monas¬ 
tic, conventual nnd educational insti¬ 
tutions. Since the French revolution, 
when Its ecclesiastical Institutions 
were secularized, it hns lost its former 
scholastic and ecclesiastical pre-emi¬ 
nence, but it Is still one of the most In¬ 
teresting nnd picturesque towns, to 
which its famous aYt industry has giv¬ 
en world-wide renown. It was In 17t!8 
that beds of kaolin were discovered at 
Limoges, but as at that time Sevres 
had a monopoly in the porcelain art 
and competition was forbidden, but lit¬ 
tle use was made of the valuable depos¬ 
its until within the present century. 
Now the great factories, the kaolin 
quarries and works present a scene of 
busy activity. The supplies of the pre¬ 
cious deposits seem practically inex¬ 
haustible. It is found in all states from 
pure white—used only • In the finest 
porcelain, to blue, purple and black. 
The quarrying of the product is after 
a primitive fashion, but owing to tlie 
care with which it lias to be handled 
this is probably the l>est.

I cannot conceive of anything that 
women could do in the future that 
would shock the public now as the 
things they actually are doing would 
have shocked the public of thirty, twen¬ 
ty, or even ten years ago, writes a cor¬ 
respondent of the North American 
Review. Women attend business 
meetings of corporations, and in 
some cases, notably small manufac¬ 
turing or business concerns, if they 
have a large amount of money invested, 
they serve as directors, even as presi¬ 
dent or treasurer. They vote on school 
matters In the majority of the States. 
They have full suffrage in Wyoming, 
Utah, Colorado and Idaho, and munici¬ 
pal suffrage In Kansas. Even in States 
where they do not vote, women are fre¬ 
quently seen at the polls, notably mem¬ 
bers of the W. C. T. U„ who go for the 
purpose of distributing ballots or pro¬ 
viding coffee in the lnterest of temper¬ 
ance. We see the same change in social 
life. Wars ago a man’s club was the 
one spot where a woman could not set 
her foot. It was generally supposed 
that the moral tone of the place was 
such that she would not wish to go 
there If she could. Customs have 
changed so much that women not only 
visit the club on “ladies' nights,” but 
they are actually invited to the restau¬ 
rants on ordiuary days. Almost all the 
newer clubs, especially those in the 
country, and those connected with ath¬ 
letic Interests, make provision for wom¬ 
en, and in some cases the club suppers 
are almost as domestic as family par¬ 
ties. Last winter l attended a meeting 
of the woman’s society at a man’s club 
In one of our great cities. The club 
men were not invited to the meeting, 
but the courtesy of a portion of their 
house was extended for the day, be 
cane the society was a noted one aud 
the club could offer finer aconunoda- 
tlons than any hotel. Some of the la¬ 
dles, when enjoying the perfect ap¬ 
pointments of the dressing aud dining 
rooms, remarked that it was a pity that 
women should ever undertake house¬ 
keeping when men hail shown tlia4 
they could do It so much better.

Americau Needles. 

Pittsburg is soon to manufacture tha 
first needles ever turned out in this 
country. The American Needle Com¬ 
pany, composed of New York, Boston, 
Philadelphia, aud Pittsburg capitalists, 
has been organized, and will shortly 
erect a plant with newly invented ma¬ 
chinery, which will revolutionize tha 
industry. The new invention, assisted 
by 125 operatives, will produce 1,000,- 
000 needles every day. At present 
1,500 employes are required to do this 
work. A member of the company made 
the following statement regarding the 
machinery atul the proposed venture: 

" Pills needle-making machine will 
create a revolution In that industry, j 
a monopoly of which has ever been en-* 
joyed by European manufacturers in 
Etiglutnl, Germany, France, and Switz¬ 
erland The machine amalgamates 
twenty processes, receiving the crude 
steel wire at one end and turning out a 
needle, almost complete, at the other 
eud. Nothing remaius to be done to 
finish the needle except temper it and 
stick it Into its papr receptacle. The 
tempering is always done with bunches 
of needles, probably 1,000 in a bunch. 
Machinery next takes the needles and 
sticks them iu paper.”—New York 
Commercial.

OLDEST DOCK IN LONDON. 

Booth Bank of Thames Once Offered 
Bole Accommodation to shipping. 

The oldest dock In London and the 
first that was built In Great Britain is 
now known as the Greenland dock. It; 
Is situated on tlie south bank of the J 
Thames. Until the early part of the 
present century this dock, with a lim¬ 
ited length of quays, offered the only 
accommodations for shipping. The 
space was Inadequate and the river was 
often blocked up with vessels. The 
merchants determined to Improve the 
situation and the West India docks 
were commenced In 1800 and com¬ 
pleted five years later. During the 
same year the London dock, which had 
been commenced in 1802. was opened. 
The East India docks wore commenced 
in 1803 and completed three years later. 
These increased the water area inclosed 
by the docks by 166 acres, but five 
years later the Surrey docks, adjoining 
the Greenland dock on the south side 
of the river, with an area including the 
Greenland dock of 100 acres, were be¬ 
gun ,and In 1815 they were completed. 
The two systems are now owned by the 
Surrey Commercial Company. The 
West India docks, three In number, 
were built to accommodate the West 
India trade. The East India docks are 
two In number and the five docks have 
a combined area of 120 acres, with five 
and one-half miles of quays. The Lon¬ 
don docks were built in opposition to i 
those of the India companies. The 
western dock has an area of twenty! 
acres. The St. Katherine docks, two 
small basins of ten acres, are tlie high¬ 
est up (the river, being just below the 
tower. They were opened in 1828. 

The idea that governed during this 
earlier period of dock building was that j 
It was better to be as near to the city! 
as possible, but experience proved it to ' 
be wrong. The river was crowded 
with small craft. The London company 
determined upon the construction of a 
series of docks below those of the East 
India Company. The Victoria dock, 
with an area of ninety acres, was open¬ 
ed in 1855, and the Albert dock, with an 
area of eighty-four acres, in 1880. The 
main Victoria dock is 3,000 feet long 
and 1,050 feet wide. The Albert dock 
Is connecied with it by a passage eighty 
feet wide, and the two together have 
six and seven-eighths miles of quays. 
The Victoria dock has castiron whnrf- 
ing. with concrete hacking, while the 
walls of the Albert dock arc built whol¬ 
ly of concrete. 

The Albert dock soon attracted the 
larger class of vessels. The East and j 
West India Company met the move by 
constructing the Tilbury docks farther 
down the river. There is a tidal basin 
of nineteen and one-quarter acres; a 
lock connects this basin with the main 
dock 1,600 feet long and 600 feet wide. 
There are three branch docks and a 
coaling dock. 

Those are the principal docks of Lon¬ 
don. This brief review of their history 
shows that the people of London did 
not stlek at any expense to maintain 
their commercial supremacy. These 
docks have been built by private com¬ 
panies, who did not hesitate to expend 
many millions of dollars In their con¬ 
struction.—San Francisco Argonaut. 

New Field for Women.. 

Another field of enterprise has been 
opened to women who are eager to be 
independent. It is that of acting as 
private secretary for leaders of fash¬ 
ionable society. Few women of fash¬ 
ion have the time or Inclination to at¬ 
tend to their correspondence with the 
promptness required by tlie rules of eti¬ 
quette, and, as many of them receive a 
large number of letters every day that 
require attention, the services of a sec¬ 
retary have become a necessity. Tlie 
secretary docs not use a .typewriter. 
Society correspondence is not machine 
work; It is all done by hand and pen. 
It is not essential even that the secre¬ 
tary should use shorthand. The secre¬ 
tary opens the mail in the morning and 
arranges the letters in their proper or¬ 
der. When madam is ready, the secre¬ 
tary reads tlie letters to her and notes 
on the margin of each the nature of the 
reply that is to be made. Madam mere¬ 
ly remarks “accept,” "decline, previous 
engagement,” or Indicates by a word 
or two her wishes. The wording of the 
replies is left to the secretary, who, 
therefore, must tie familiar with the va¬ 
rious forms of polite phraseology and 
must write au aristocratic "hand.” The 
work is not arduous and the pay is fair¬ 
ly good. It is pleasanter on tjie whole 
than office work. Intelligence and tact 
are the chief requisites and there must 
be no mistakes.—Philadelphia Press. 

Gas Bright as the Sun. 

Consul Duester at Crefoid, Germany, 
reports to the state department a dis¬ 
covery made there which, it is said, 
will revolutionize the methods of illu¬ 
mination. It is an incandescent gas. 
A single Jet of ordinary size can emit a 
light of much more than 1,000 candle- 
power, and tine print can be read at a 
distance of 100 feet. The inventor says 
the cost for a light of 1,500 candle-pow¬ 
er is only 4*4 cents per hour, while that 
of an ordinary electric light of 400 can¬ 
dle-power is 14 cents per hour. 

General Jackson’s Nickname. 

The name of "Old Hickory,” as ap¬ 
plied to General Jackson, was not an 
instantaneous inspiration, but a growth. 
First of all, the remark was made by 
some soldier, who was struck with his 
commander’s pedestrian powers, that 
the General was tough. Next, it was 
observed that he was as tough as hick¬ 
ory. Then he was called Hickory. Last¬ 
ly, the affectionate adjective old was 
preflixed, and the General thenceforth 
rejoiced in the completed nickname.

Another form of beacon for mariners 
of smaller dimensions, hut hardly less 
important, is the illuminated buoy 
These floating lamp holders, placed in 
an estuary where tlie available channel 
is often only a narrow one; hounded by 
mud or ennd banks only a few feet below 
the surface of the wattqr, are invaluable 
to shipping. Hitherto the illnminant 
chiefly employed has been compressed 
gas, necessitating a high pressure reser¬ 
voir and compressing machinery. 

Mr. Wigham, whose name has long 
been known in connection with light- 
houso apparatus, has introduced a min¬ 
eral oil lamp which can be fitted to 
any existing buoy and will burn for a 
j long period at very small cost. The 
j maintenance of one form of lamp can 
be kept up at a oost of one penny for 24 
hours, and as no compressing machinery 
is required this is the only expense 
plus the original cost of tbe lamp. The 
approach to port—such as that of Liv¬ 
erpool, for instanoe, where u ship has 
to enter through a long avenue of buoys 
—could by this invention be almost as 
well lighted as a city street.—Cham¬ 
bers’ Journal. 

Seelnar a Ballet la Flisht. 

“As every sportsman knows,” said 
an enthusiastic New Orleans hunter, 
"it is easy to see a rifle ballet in the 
air, and those fired from the new high 
power guns are very ourions to look at. 
Stand a dozen yards at one side of the 
mark and let a friend blaze away at any 
range with a small caliber weapon 
using smokeless powder, and you’ll see 
a strange, bluish white streak the in¬ 
stant the bullet strikes home. The 
streak is apparently a couple of inches 
wide and several feet long and is more 
like a flash of light than anything else 
I can think of.

Indian Territory Tipples* 

Anything which has a basis of alcohol 
is in demand in the Indian Territory. 
Intoxication is cravod, and the stamaoh 
of the Indian Territory drinker does not 
quarrel with tho form in which it comes. 
Wood alcohol, accounted poison in most 
parts of the country, is consumed in 
considerable quantities. The peddlers 
buy it in Oklahoma, dilute it with wa¬ 
ter and sell it by tho pint on this side 
of the line. . 

Ono way of bringing whisky into the 
Indian Territory is to have a barrel 
With a false bottom. Freighting across 
tbe border is common. There are in¬ 
terior stores which draw their stocks of 
goods from cities and railroad points 
nntside. A barrel with a false bottom 
is a device by which a storekeeper may 
ship in a considerable quantity of 
whisky, while the contents, to all or¬ 
dinary examination, seem to bo coal oil 
or some other legitimate article. 

Ingenuity in evasion of tbe territorial 
prohibition probably reached its high¬ 
est form of development when ono of 
tho dealers got np a good imitation of 
an egg. Each egg wus filled with 
whisky. Tho eggs were shipped here 
openly in cases. They woro sold for 25 
cents each to those who knew tlie so- 
oret. Tho purchaser chipped a hole in 
the artificial shell and found in each 
egg what was enough for a modem to 
drink. The eggshell was of plaster of 
paris in a fair imitation.—St Louis 
Globe-Democrat.

NEED OF THE CANAL. 


NICARAGUA DITCH WOULD SAVE 
TIME AND MONEY. 

Aa a Bnaineaa Venture Alone the 

Propoaed Artery, It la Claimed, 

Would Be a Big Bonanza In the Way 

of Tolle and Lock Charge*. 

That the proposed Nicaraguan canal is 
vital to the interests of the United States 
was emphatically demonstrated during 
the recent war with Spain when our bat¬ 
tleship Oregon was compelled to make her 
long voyage down around the Horn to 
reach the scene of naval operations. The 
apprehension of the American people dar¬ 
ing the long detour was painfully and just¬ 
ly excited, while the Government Was de¬ 
prived of several weeks’ service of its 
finest man-of-war during the time it re¬ 
quired to sail down the west coast of 
South America aud up on the eastern side. 
Then, again, the commercial benefits to be 
derived by the completion of the proposed 
short-cut waterway are inestimable. A 
most comprehensive article on the subject 
of the Nicaraguan canal has been written 
by Henry I. Sheldon, a Chicagoan. This 
is said by experts to be the most complete 
study of the canal question yet undertak¬ 
en. Mr. Sheldon visited Nicaragua three 
years ago and traversed the entire route 
of the projected waterway, examined the 
work done, and secured reliable data as 
to cost and methods of construction. Mr. 
Sheldon went not as the agent of any com¬ 
pany or of the Government, but merely 
ns an individual having no interest, pe¬ 
cuniary or friendly, with the present com¬ 
pany constructing the canal, and was 
careful to incur no obligations which 
would prevent his taking an unbiased 
view. 

“It may ho well to say at the outset,” 
writes Mr. Sheldon, “that I reached the 
conclusion that the canal in Nicaragua is 
practicable, and can be constructed at a 
cost on which fair returns can be earned. 
It also seems clear that, for many reasons, 
it is not a suitable work for private cap¬ 
ital to undertake, rtnd that it will be bet¬ 
ter that our Government should assist the 
undertaking. There nre strong equities 
on the side of national aid, inasmuch as 
tiic chief benefits will never lie the tolls 
collected from passing vessels. The cnnnl 
may so develop our trade with Eastern 
Asia that a single year of that trade will 
exceed in volume the total cost of its 
construction. Its opening will double in 
value almost every acre of agricultural 
land in California, Oregon and Washing¬ 
ton. and tile population of those States 
will be more than doubled. For many 
years I have occasionally visited the Pa¬ 
cific coast, for either business or pleasure, 
ami always the most striking aspect of 
its condition has been the absence of sat¬ 
isfactory markets for its products. Not a 
bushel of its large wheat crop conics to 
the Atlantic const by rail, ns wheat can¬ 
not bear the cost of so long carriage. 
Neither can its lumber or ores come by 
rail. In many places, after the farmer or 
tile fruit grower has paid the charges of 
transportation companies, there is little 
or nothing left for him. The population 
continues small because the markets are 
so inadequate. Twenty-five years’ trial 
has demonstrated that if railroads nre to 
be the sole means of communication the 
development of the Pacific States will be 
very slow. The only promise of relief is 
in securing for these States some shorter 
transportation to the Atlantic States, and 
also to Europe, by water. Now, every¬ 
thing carried by Water must pass around 
Cape Horn. The only shorter route, ap¬ 
parently practicable, is by way of a ship 
canal across the isthmus, through Nicara¬ 
gua. This will save 10,000 miles of the 
distance around Cape Horn, and will en¬ 
able an ordinary steamer to go from San 
Francisco to New York in fourteen days. 
The exact distance, by such canal, will

(lining room. The cups and plates are 
English, the cutlery from Germany and 
the waiters wear a suit of German 
clothes. There probably will not be an 
article imported from the United States 
in the house except a sewing machine. The 
demand is there, but we have carelessly, 
almost good-naturedly, made no effort to 
sell. 

“In building up a foreign trade our nat¬ 
ural course will be to begin with the coun¬ 
tries where we shall meet least competi¬ 
tion. In order to be profitable, trade re¬ 
quires to move along the lines of least 
resistance. Our geographical situation is 
such that we are the natural producers 
for all countries bordering on the Pacific 
ocean. The relative distance of European 
manufacturers, as compared with our 
own, gives us a groat advantage. The 
iden of trying to sell much of our products 
to China and Japan is new to our people; 
hut those countries are entering on a ca¬ 
reer of great development, and why should 
not the American people have a share in 
supplying their wants? The trade reports 
tell the story of their awakening. The 
purchases of their silver were: 

In 1885. $28,000,000 

In 1804. 113,000,000 

China bought from foreign countries: 

In 1885.1132,000,000 

In 1894 . 243.000,000 

“We have not been alive to this demand. 
Of Japan’s purchases abroad of $113,000,- 
000 in 1804, we sold her only $11,000,000. 
We excelled in paying money to her, how¬ 
ever, for in that year we bought of her 
goods amounting to $143,000,000. Of 
China's purchases from other nations of 


as an aid in building up our carrying 
trade, could be made by the same author¬ 
ity. If any European complications as 
to the use of the canal arose, our Govern¬ 
ment would not be hampered by the exist¬ 
ence of a canal company, nor by being 
obliged to obtain the current abtion of 
Nicaragua and Costa Rica, but would be 
in a position to decide for itself what 
course to take. The possible claims of 
England to joint control of the canal un¬ 
der the Clayton-Bulwcr treaty should be 
ignored. Those claims could never be al¬ 
lowed, and we probably would hear little 
of them after we had constructed the 
canal with our own money and were in 
full possession. The Suez canal has been 
neutralized by an agreement between the 
great powers, but that waterway is close¬ 
ly connected with the Eastern question, 
tlio balance of power, and other iarge sub¬ 
jects involving the nations of Europe. 
There is no analogy as to neutralization 
between the situation at Suez and that at 
Nicaragua.” 

Kstimates of Probuble Revenue. 

Mr. Sheldon's estimates of the probable 
revenue to be derived from the canal are 
encouraging. “As the conditions are so 
similar, it is necessary, in taking a broad 
view of probable earnings, to consider tlie 
business transacted by tlie Suez canal. 
The results there shown are more helpful 
than mere estimates: they are ascertained 
facts. That company deals with the 
world's commerce, just as will be done in 
Nicaragua. In 1805 its business amount¬ 
ed to 8,440,000 tons. It had then been in 
operation twenty-five years. The first 
year. 1870, its business was only 430.000 
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tie 4,700 miles. The ordinary railroad ] 
freight service consumes from seventeen 
to twenty-one days. The canal line will 
be only about 00 per cent longer than the 
rail line. 

Needed in the Time of War. 

“Our country is so widely extended. 
3,000 miles from east to west, that cheap 
ami speedy water transportation like this 
is almost absolutely needed to bind and 
hold it more closely together. At present, 
in time of war, such parts of our growing 
navy as might lie on either the Atlantic 
or the Pacific side would lie for a consid¬ 
erable time of no use on the other ocean. 
The canal, when built, will promote the 
development of better markets for our 
manufactures in foreign countries border¬ 
ing on the Pacific. These are less exposed 
than those on the Atlantic to European 
competition. This nation cannot be con¬ 
sidered a first-class power when our peo¬ 
ple are only buyers from the rest of the 
world. Exporting agricultural products 
docs not make a great nation. The French 
and the Germans do not engage in such 
exportation, finding other activities to be 
more profitable. A glance at the principal 
food-exporting countries shows the truth. 
They are such countries as Southern Rus¬ 
sia, India and, latterly, the Argentine 
Republic, and they are poor, and they stay 
poor. We need to keep our wheat, feed 
our operatives with it, and send ubroad 
the products they manufacture. The 
change cannot come suddenly, but we 
should plan and work for it. Some neg¬ 
lected markets are near us. The Rio 
Grande ia quite a small stream. One can 
ride a horse across it from Texas into 
Mexico and entering the first hotel, one 
1 fads an English cloth on the table In the 


$243,000,000 in 180-1, we supplied only 
$10,000,000. We were good buyers, how¬ 
ever, taking $25,000,000 of her products. 
Our diplomatic agents report that with 
more alertness and enterprise we could 
have furnished to Japan, and at a reason¬ 
able profit, 80 per cent of all her foreign i 
purchases in 1804. One reason why the 
people of our gulf States are so unani¬ 
mous for a canal in Nicaragua, is that it 
will open an additional market for their 
cotton. The United States is tlie chief 
producer of the world’s cotton, ami prices 
for this product have been deplorably low 
of late years, entailing great privations in 
many Southern homes. It is the old story. 
We have been producing more cotton than 
we could find markets for. The now buy¬ 
er of cotton is Japan. That country is 
going strongly into the manufacture of 
cotton goods, such as are used by the peo¬ 
ple of the warm countries, and now not 
only exports these goods to China, but 
undersells the English manufacturers in 
their own dependency of India.” 

Favors Government Ownership. 

Mr. Sheldon takes strong ground in fa¬ 
vor of absolute ownership and control of 
the Nicaragua canal by the United States 
Government. “Congress could prescribe 
the tolls to be paid by ships using the 
canal, making the charges sufficient to 
meet the expenses of operation and a suit¬ 
able interest on the capital invested in the 
undertaking and also, if considered advis¬ 
able, for an annual payment into a sink¬ 
ing fund, to meet, at maturity, any Gov¬ 
ernment bonds which might have been 
issued. 

“Aa commerce increased, the tolls could 
be lowered, and any other reduction in 
(aver at American ahipa, found dcoirable 


tons; in 187 !. 780.000 tons; in 1872 , 1 , 100 ,- 
OOO tons, ami there has been a fairly 
steady increase ever since, up to the 
amount in 1805 . During all this time the 
volume of the world's commerce has stead¬ 
ily increased. Not only lias trade more 
ami more adjusted itself to the Suez route, 
but also the aggregate amount of trade 
lias become milch larger. Some allowance 
should be made for the advantages pos¬ 
sessed by the Suez canal as a now well- 
established route. Taking its business 
eight years ago may be a fair offset for 
this item. The amount for 1888 exceeded 
8,000.000 tons. The earlier Suez tolls were 
$2.ii per ton, which have been gradual¬ 
ly reduced the past twenty years, and 
traffic is not prepared now to stand heavy 
charges in any direction. A moderate 
tariff will be in every way desirable. A 
favorable, hut approximate, estimate of 
the possible revenues in Nicaragua would 
be as follows: With tolls at $1.50 per ton 
at the outset, ami a business of at least 
6.000,000 tons after the canal is fairly in 
operation, a gross income of $9,000,000 
would be obtained. Administration, main¬ 
tenance and operation for 1805 cost the 
Suez canal about $1,800,000. Taking into 
account all she dam and embankment 
work at Nicaragua, as well as the heavy 
rainfall, an allowance of $3,000,000 as an 
annual average for expenses may be fair, 
leaving a net income of $6,000,000. An 
undertaking of this character is to be 
gone into only as a long-term investment, 
and the earnings for the first few years 
after it is completed are not to be consid¬ 
ered as sufficient for a final judgment. The 
greatest earnings will come later on. 

“The canal route, as at present project¬ 
ed, ia to be 174 miles long from Brito on 


the Pacific to Greytown on the Atlantic 
The first half mile from Brito is a. sea 
level Then in two miles the canal, rise# 
HO feet, through three locks to the sum¬ 
mit level 151 miles long, then in 4Vj mi.ea 
it*'descends, through three locks, to se. 
level again, and then continues at sen 
level 9U miles to Greytown. The esti¬ 
mated time required for an 
steamer to cross from one ocean to the 
other is twenty-eight hours. Electric 
lighting is to make passage bj- night quite 
feasible. The allowance for passing 
through locks is forty-five minutes for 
each lock. Only twenty-six miles of the 
188 miles of canal is to be through exca *- 

lions. Some twenty-one miles is through 

basins, and 121 miles through the ..ike 
and the river. Frovision should he made 
from the first for increasing the accommo¬ 
dation when it shall become necessary. 
Widening can be carried on at the same 
time that vessels are passing. So can 
deepening. To increase the size of the 
locks however, will cause ail traffic to be 
suspended. The locks in the present plane 
appear to be too small for permanent use. 
They arc each to be 650 feet long. iO feet 
wide, and 28 feet deep.” 

History of the Canal Scheme. 

In December, 1881, Senator Miller of 
California introduced a bill in Congrest 
to incorporate “The Marine Canal Com¬ 
pany of Nicaragua.” with the purpose of 
constructing the canal. Gen. U. S. Grant, 
Howard Potter, E. D. Morgan. II. J. Jew¬ 
ett and other prominent capitalists were 
concerned in the proposed enterprise. 1 he 
bill met with bitter opposition in Congress, 
and was utterly defeated by the failure 
of the Marine Bank of New York, in 
which the Grants werp ruined financially. 
The Nicaragua Canal Company was in¬ 
corporated in 1887, with former Senator 
Warner Miller as president, and for a 
time made good progress. Its success in¬ 
duced opposition, and in 1880 the Mari¬ 
time Canal Company of Nicaragua, which 
received the sanction of President Cleve¬ 
land, was incorporated. Hiram Hitch¬ 
cock was the first president, but he was 
subsequently succeeded by Thomas B, 
Atkins. The work of digging the canal 
was begun and continued until financial 
misfortune overtook the enterprise, the 
construction company failing in the terri¬ 
ble panic of 1803. The contract for the 
construction was then awarded to Warnei 
Miller Nicaragua Company, which still 
holds its concession. Many attempts have 
since been made to secure the aid of the 
Government, but the bills have failed to 
pass both houses. Congress, however, au¬ 
thorized the appointment of a technical 
commission of civil engineers to re-exam¬ 
ine the canal line, and it is the report of 
this commission which will be presented 
to Congress in December. 

The principal authorities on transporta¬ 
tion statistics have made estimates that 
the Nicaragua route should divert from 
2,000,000 to 3.000,000 tons of low-rate 
freight, such as flour, dry goods, machin¬ 
ery, coal, etc., from the overland traffic. 
Suppose 2,500,000 tons were diverted to 
steamship lines from the Atlantic and gulf 
ports, going by the canal route. With the 
usual ocean tonnage from New Y'ork to 
the Pacific, and other vessels which would 
go through the canal, a conservative cal¬ 
culation places the annual freight at 
7,000.000 tons. At the lowest Suez canal 
rate this would give an annual revenue of 
$12,810,000. The route in favor runs from 
Greytown on the Atlantic coast, via the 
San Juan river and Lake Nicaragua to 
Brito, on the Pacific. The total distance 
is 174 miles, divided as follows:

The Nicaragua canal route was sur¬ 
veyed first by Col. O. M. Childs in 1852 
for the then existing Transit company 
which hail established transisthmian com¬ 
munication with California by steamer 
from Greytown by way of the San Juan 
river to Virgin bay on the west shore of 
Lake Nicaragua, and thence by stag* 1 to- 
San Juan del Sur. about eight miles south¬ 
east of Brito. The route selected by Col, 
Childs, who was an eminent engineer, 
lias not been improved upon very greatly 
by subsequent surveys. The last survey, 
miid^ by Mr. Monacal for the Govern¬ 
ment. lays the line along the Lajas aud 
Rio Grande rivers on the west. Between 
the headwaters of these rivers and the 
divide is lower and the route more practi¬ 
cal than anywhere else. From there the 
route loads across the lake, thence by way 
of the San Juan river and canal cut to 
Greytown. 

Tolstoi’s Colonies. 

Tolstoi colonies are increasing in 
Russia. The Tolstoians, of course, live 
together, having constructed their own 
houses and tlicir own furniture; there 
is nothing new in this, the tale has been 
told before. What is remarkable is 
the arrangement of the mutual diniug- 
table in the Tolstoi table d'hote. The 
bowl of the community—a bowl of 
soup—is shared among six persons, 
each dipping into the same dish, but 
having the right of personal property 
in the matter of a wooden spoon and 
salt. Bread also is private to the in¬ 
dividual. Thus the six consumers get 
a fair start and then they are all off 
together. But one would have thought 
this a fatal arrangement. Age, teeth 
and digestion are sadly unequal. Whal 
is there to prevent the venerable grand¬ 
mother from being left hopelessly be- 
hind by Ivan the Terrible, her youth¬ 
ful grandson, who treats the whole 
course as a point-to-point race, and so 
shows forth the eternal inequality of 
things? It is added that there is a 
beautiful simplicity and decency in 
these repasts, and that there are three 
napkins to each symposium. Thus we 
have six consumers to one bowl and 
three napkins to six consumers. Bui 
some will do well to avoid the table 
d'hote a la Tolstoi.

Moreover, the sooner it is realized by 
every mistress that all the cardinal vir¬ 
tues are not to be found in a single 
Individual, the sooner will she establish 
the domestic peace of her household. 
Even were it possible to find young 
women so richly endowed by nature, 
that no fault could be found with them, 
they would be worth more than a few 
pounds per annum to any family. Di¬ 
rectly we produce servants with an¬ 
gelic tempers and an abnormal love for 
work, who never want rest or holidays, 
or a watchful eye over them, then may 
we rest assured that wages will go up 
by leaps and bounds, and truly they 
will be worth whatever they demand. 
But until the millennium comes we 
have no hope of finding domestics of 
tins type, and meamvhile our best 
chance of securing better service Is to 
realize that, as the mistress is the pivot 
of the whole domestic machinery, she 
ought to cotne much nenirer to perfec¬ 
tion than those she governs, says the 
Lady's Pictorial. And the best mis¬ 
tresses are those who do not look for 
perfection in servants, and yet strive to 
bring them by easy stages to that ideal

WHO NAMED IT “OLD GLORY?" 

Claim that the Flax Wa* Pint So 
Called by a Yankee Skipper. 

Our flag, the stars and stripes, was 
named “Old Glory” in 1831 by a Salem 
skipper, one William Driver, at that 
time captain of the brig Charles Dog- 
gett. Just before the brig left Salem 
a young umn at the head of a party 
of friends saluted Captain Driver on 
the deck of the Doggett, and presented 
him with a largo and beautifully made 
American flag. The captain christened 
It “Old Glory.” *He took it to the South 
Pacific, and years after, when old age 
forced him to relinquish the sea, he 
treasured the flag. Captain Driver re¬ 
moved to Nashville, Tenn., in 1837, 
and he died there !u 188t’>. Previous 
to the outbreak of hostilities between 
the North and the South “Old Glory” 
was flung to the breeze every day from 
the window of his house, but, when the 
bullet^ began to zip and the odor of 
gunpowder to taint the air, the old flag 
had to be secreted. It was kept out 
of sight, inside of a great lied com¬ 
fortable, until Fell. 6 , 1862, when Brig¬ 
adier General Nelson’s wing of the 
Union army appeared in Nashville, and 
Captain Driver presented it to the gen- 
• eral to be hoisted on the capitol. 

1 It was run up, and Captain Driver 
himself did the hoisting. lie watched 
It through the night, and, a heavy wind 
, coming up, he took It down and sent a 
new flag In its place. The original 
| “Old Glory’ was beginning to ribbon. 
The second flag owued by Captain 
Driver was given to the Ohio Sixth, 
when that regiment left Nashville for 
home. It was placed In the rear of a 
baggage wagon, where a mule nosed It 
out nnd devoured It. The original 
“Old Glory” was preserved, and, after 
the death of Captain Driver, It was 
presented to the Essex institute at 
Salem, where It may now bo seen.— 
Springfield, Mass,, Republican.

Baron Oppenheim took the card, smiled 
a quiet smile, and then bade his caller 
welcome, and proceeded to discuss 
business with him. The next day he 
returned the French financier’s visit, 
and sent In a card on which was print¬ 
ed “Le Baron O. de Cologne.” 

Cannon Without Smoke or Noise. 

Col. Humbert, a French army officer, 
claims that he has invented a cannon 
the discharge of which can be neither 
seen nor heard by the enemy. He 
closes the mouth of the gun automatic¬ 
ally after the shot Issues, thus sup¬ 
pressing not merely the smoke and the 
flame, but the detonation caused by the 
sudden rush of air Into the barrel. This 
has also the effect of reducing the re¬ 
coil. The method proposed Is to fix on 
the muzzle of the gun a metal piece, 
which carries a shutter worked auto¬ 
matically by the escaping fumes in such 
a manner as to close the mouth of the 
barrel as soon as the projectile has es¬ 
caped from It It is said that when the 
Invention was presented to the French 
Minister of War it was not taken seri¬ 
ously; but the house of Hotcbklss of 
gun fame, in France, saw in It such 
possibilities that they placed them¬ 
selves at the disposition of the Invent¬ 
or, and organized a aeries of tests With 


a gun of 37 millimeters In caliber. The 
claims made for the device appear t* 
have been to a great extent confirmed. 
A committee on artillery Is reported t« 
have fouud that the flame of the dls 
charge Is hardly visible, and the nols« 
much diminished, and while the recoli 
Is yet considerable It Is greatly reduc¬ 
ed. A great advantage of the Inventor 
Is that it can be applied to existing 
guns at small cost.—St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat. 

HOW DIFFERENT NATIONS EAT. 

The Numerous Idiosyncrasies of Vari¬ 
ous People While at the Table. 

The English are admitted by all un¬ 
prejudiced foreigners to be the most re¬ 
tim'd eaters in the world. To see a well- 
bred Englishman go through the vari¬ 
ous stages of his dinner Is to have a 
lesson in the art of graceful eating. 

Very different Is the behavior of the 
Russian, who does uot disdain to use 
nature’s weapons when he considers 
the Inter more convenient than knife 
and fork. 

The Frenchman will use a piece of 
bread in nearly all cases where he 
should use a knife. The German, ou the 
other hand, plunges his knife into his 
mouth in a way that Is terrifying. 

The Swede cuts up all Ills food into 
tiny pieces first of all, nnd then, having 
laid aside his knife, proceeds to take 
up piece by piece with his fork. 

The Italian uses a spoon quite ns of¬ 
ten as a fork. He will employ the for¬ 
mer for vegetables, and sometimes 
even for fish. The latter use of the 
spoon is somewhat curious. 

The Japanese diner uses chop-sticks, 
a form of Implement somewhat difficult 
to manipulate without considerable 
practice, while the Chinaman tears his 
food with his long uails In a manner 
thoroughly repulsive. 

The Greek swallows his moat In huge 
mouthfuls and would prolmbly devour 
a steak weighing half a pound In half 
a minute. Taking a very sharp knife, 
he divides the meat Into four or five 
great sections, each of which he flings 
into his mouth in rapid succession. It 
Is uot to be wondered at that the 
Greeks suffer much from Indigestion. 

When all Is said and done, the Eng¬ 
lish beat the other nations in the art of 
refined eating.—Tit-Bits.'

Oil Gun for Use la Stormy Seas. 

The efficacy of the use of the oil hag 
hi calming the waves at sea has beeu 
abundantly proved. In many cases of 
exceptionally stormy weather, how¬ 
ever, the area affected by the oil as or¬ 
dinarily used has been found Insuf¬ 
ficient to give the ship the protection 
from the force of the waves that was 
desirable. It Is now proposed to dis¬ 
charge the oil at such a distance tha/t 
a wide circle of smooth surface will be 
created In which the ship can ride In 
safety until the storm has spent Its 
fury. This plan Involves the shooting 
of saturated sponges or cotton from a 
pneumatic gun, which Is considered 
preferable to a powder gun, as obviat¬ 
ing the danger of Igniting the oll-soak- 
ed sponge. The idea is regarded with 
favor In shipping circles.—St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat. 

Normal Peanut Crop. 

The normal peanut crop is 4,000,000 
bushels, and Americans are so fond of 
the nut that they spend upon it |10,- 
000,000 a year. Chemists say the pea¬ 
nut contains 50 per cent, of fat and 
over 30 per cent, of nourishing com¬ 
pounds, and It is commended by pbyal- 
clans as an article of food.
